The most desperate efforts have been 


made by the Democratic managers to

Then it wa» iuund 
that Carl Setiurz was creating havoc 
among the German voters and attract 
ing thousands of them to the support 
of Hayes by the clear statement of the 
honorable motives which have induced 
him to favor the election of Hayes. So 
it was considered accessary to break 
the force of Schurz's influence, and 
the story was invented that he had 
written a letter expressing the belie) 
that Ohio will go against Hayes, and 
also that he (Schurz) had been forced 
to abandon the stump by the order oi 
Zach Chandler. But Mr. Schurz de- 
nied over big own signature ever hav- 
ing written such a letter, and he goes 
on making speeches for Hayes with 
more fevor than ever. 


The latest and most vicious attempl 


to deceive the German voters, however, 
was the charge that Hayes is a Know' 
Nothing. To sustain this a letter was 
quoted purporting to have been written 
by Gov.

purpose of getting away from the com 
missioners, with whom they don't wii 
to treat. A Spotted .Tail Indian tol 
one of our party, on condition that 
should not be made known, that th 
Indians at both agencies were consider 
ing whether they .run away from th 
agencies altogether, 
or 
fight.

commissioners now think they will prc 
ceed to Spotted Tail Agenoy, to-mor 
row, and hold the council there, if n 
Indians attend here.
